“How  many 
other  phases  should  they  participate  in  as 
adults? 

“We’re  going  to  have  the  momentous  job 


of  having  to  determine  how  far  their  rights 
should  properly  go,”  he  said. 

“If  they  are  qualified,  competent  citizens 
capable  of  voting  for  the  president  of  the 
United  States  are  they  competent  to  walk 
into  a bar  and  order  whisky?” 

“No,  I don’t  think  they  are,”  he  said, 
adding,  “sure  there’s  an  inconsistency 
there. 

“Anybody  who  is  qualified  to  vote  for 
president  of  the  United  States  ought  to  be 


able  to  do  a lot  of  things  such  as  enter  into 
contracts.” 

Hyde  personally  believes  the  legislature 
should  ratify  the  constitutional 
amendment  and  added  that  “as  far  as  I’m 
concerned  the  earlier  maturity  is 
justification”  for  the  action.  But  the  said 
he  also  believes  “these  youngsters  are  going 
to  have  a profound  effect  on  the  political 
structure  of  the  United  States.” 

House  Speaker  William  J.  Lanting, 
R-Hollister,  shares  Hyde’s  view  that  other 
present  limitations  on  18-year-olds  will 
have  to  be  studied  by  the  legislature  with 
an  eye  to  policy  decisions. 

He  said  perhaps  the  Legislative  Council 
should  undertake  this  as  an  interim  study 
between  now  and  the  next  regular  session 
in  January,  1972.

Woodruff  Deem  at  yesterday’s  forum 


California  DA  recommends 
changes  in  judicial  system 


“There  are  1,000  ways  to  become  a 
criminal  with  your  car,”  Woodruff  J. 
Deem,  a leading  California  District 
Attorney  claimed  yesterday  in  forum 
assembly. 

“Over  half  of  the  misdemeanors  brought 
to  court  are  traffic  cases,”  he  added  as  be 
began  to  blast  the  country’s  judicial  system 
for  over-choked  court  rooms  and  sluggish 
procedures. 

“If  the  purpose  of  traffic  citations  is  safe 
drivers,  we’re  failing.  But  if  the  purpose  is 
to  bring  in  money,  we’re  tremendously 
successful,”  said  Deem. 

A VENTURA  County  District  Attorney 
who  has  been  re-elected  to  three  terms 
without  opposition  and  who  once  served 
on  the  law  staff  of  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  in  Washington  D.C.,  Deem 
charged,  “we’re  overburdening  the  courts 
with  traffic  offenses.” 

The  solution,  he  said  would  be  “To  take 
the  citation  book  away  from  the  traffic 
officer.’’  The  officer  would  take  the 
errorant  driver  to  the  nearest  emergency 
telephone-television  located  along  the  road 
and  a judge  would  try  him  on  the  spot. 

“The  judge  wouldn’t  have  the  right  to 
fine  a citizen  if  guilty,  said  Deem;  but 
would  impound  his  car  from  one  hour  to 
thirty  days.  “This  is  the  way  to  cure  the 
drivers  of  America.” 

HE  WOULD  also  erase  the  drunk  laws 
and  eliminate  the  drunk  tanks.  He 
suggested  that  they  be  taken  to  a hospital 
instead.  “Then  judges  would  assign  to  them 
the  right  to  join  Alcoholics  Anonymous 
instead  of  jail.” 

“There  are  many  things  that  can  make 
justice  more  real  in  America,”  said  Deem. 
“There  are  ways  of  changing  the  court 
system  that  will  insure  a fair  trial  for  the 
defendent  and  the  people.” 

“The  opposite  of  a fair  trial  is  a 
lynching.”  he  added. 

“Only  within  this,  lifetime  has  our 
country  abandoned  lynching  as  a 
community  supported  means  of  controlling- 
crime. 

“The  average  criminal  case  takes  six 
months  to  reach  the  trial  court,”  Deem 
observed. 

HE  POINTED  out  that  Americans  were 
eager  for  changes  in  every  area  except  the 
courts.  The  court  system,  he  said,  is  much 
the  same  as  centuries  ago. 

He  suggested  that  double  sessions  of 
courts  be  set-up,  with  two  sets  of  judges. 


“Judges  could  then  work  a half  day  in 
court  and  devote  the  rest  of  the  day  to  a 
private  practice,”  he  said. 

Reforms  in  the  jury  system  were  also 
suggested  by  Deem.  In  Florida,  he  said, 
courts  have  used  six-man  instead  of 
twelve-man  juries.  “This  cuts  down  on  time 
in  selecting  jurymen,  and  saves  time  in 
deliberation.” 

“THE  LIST  of  reasons  to  stop  and  delay 
a jury  trial  is  enormous”,  Deem  said.  “If 
the  attorneys  and  the  judge  could  video 
tape  the  testimonies  of  the  witnesses  and 
take  out  what  shouldn’t  be  there,  they 
they  could  show  all  testimony  to  the  juries 
in  a couple  of  days  instead  of  a month  or 
so.” 

He  concluded  with  “It’s  been  fun,  it’s 
been  challenging  being  here.  This  is  a great 
place,  I wish  I could  be  here  forever.” 

To  this  President  Wilkinson  replied,  “in 
view  of  the  last  comment,  I think  we’ll 
have  to  get  him  on  our  law  faculty.”

RENOUNCE  WAR! 


Editor: 

Recently  the  doctrine  has  been 
propagated  hereabouts,  that  there  is 
No  Substitute  for  Victory— military 
victory.  May  I call  attention  to  a very 
strong  statement  on  the  subject  in  D.C. 
98:16-17:  "Therefore,  renounce  war 
and  proclaim  peace,  and  seek  diligently 
to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  children  to 
their  fathers,  and  the  hearts  of  the 
fathers  to  the  children;  and  again,  the 
hearts  of  the  Jews  unto  the  prophets, 
and  the  prophets  unto  the  Jews;  lest  I 
come  and  smite  the  whole  earth  with  a 
curse,  and  all  flesh  be  consumed  before 


"Renounce"  is  a strong  word:  we  are 
not  to  try  to  win  peace  by  war,  or 
merely  to  call  a truce,  but  to  renounce 
war  itself,  to  disclaim  it  as  a policy 
while  proclaiming  (that  means  not  just 
announcing,  but  preaching)  peace 
without  reservation.  But  if  we 
renounce  war,  how  shall  we  defend  and 
advance  our  interests?  We  are  told  that, 
too:  after  the  clear  statement  of  what 
we  must  renounce  comes  the  equally 
clear  statement  of  what  we  must  put  in 
its  place— the  substitute.  Instead  of 
playing  with  fireworks  we  are  to  "seek 
diligently"  to  advance  the  work  of 
salvation  for  the  living  and  the  dead, 
and  to  make  a serious  effort  to 
influence  the  Jews.  That  is  a full-time 
job  and  our  whole  assignment.  Next 
after  the  prohibition  and  the  command 
comes  the  penalty;  if  we  do  not  take 
this  course  "the  whole  earth  will  be 
cursed,  and  all  flesh  consumed  . . ." 
The  alternative  is  not  just  a substitute 
suggested  for  our  consideration,  but  an 
out-and-out  command,  accompanied 
by  a resounding  ultimatum;  either  to 
renounce  war  or  to  be  totally 
destroyed— there  is  no  third  choice. 

Thus  we  have  the  mandate  to 
renounce  military  action,  the  order  to 
substitute  something  very  different  in 
its  place,  and  the  terrible  penalty  for 
failure  to  do  both.  A few  years  ago 
such  an  extreme  proposition  sounded 
quite  fantastic;  the  consuming  of  all 
flesh  belonged  to  the  category  of  wild 
apocalyptic  nightmares.  Today 
however  the  best  scientists  all  over  the 
world  are  repeating  the  same 
alternatives  with  ominous  urgency  and 
insistence:  it  is  to  be  either  no  more 
war  or  mutual  annihilation.  Those  two 
verses  of  the  D.  and  C.,  revealed  almost 
140  years  ago,  are  standing  alone 
enough  to  prove  Joseph  Smith  a true 
prophet. 

The  Jaredites,  thoroughly  convinced 
that  there  was  no  substitute  for 
victory,  kept  hacking  away  at  each 
other  until  they  demonstrated  the 
truth  of  the  maxim,  "Destroy  them 
and  they  will  destroy  you."  When  the 
Nephites  after  a series  bf  brilliant 
military  successes  declared  "that  they 
would  go  up  to  battle  against  their 
enemies,  and  would  cut  them  off  from 
the  face  of  the  land"  as  the  only 
solution  to  the  Lamanite  problem  (for 
there  is  no  substitute  for  victory),  their 
great  general  Mormon  instantly 
resigned  his  command  and  "utterly 
refused"  to  fight  with  them,  but  "did 
stand  ...  as  an  idle  witness"  to  record 
what  happened  next  for  our  benefit. 
His  message  to  us  is  an  impassioned 
plea  "to  repent  and  prepare  to  stand 
before  the  judgment-seat  of  Christ," 
substituting  the  work  of  salvation  for 
the  work  of  destruction.  If  we  persist 
in  reversing  the  words  of  the  Savior, 
"Who  takes  up  the  sword  shall  perish 
by  the  sword,"  to  read  perversely, 
"Who  does  not  take  up  the  sword  shall 
perish  by  the  sword,"  we  shall  deserve 
what  happens  to  us.  This  is  not  a 
protest;  just  a timely  reminder,  that  we 
may  remember  when  it  happens  that 
we  have  been  warned  and  forewarned.

Barry  Sadler,  and  "The  Fighting  Men 
of  Vietnam")  and  actual  footage  of 
campaigns  long-ago  waged,  the  film, 
unfortunately,  did  not  warrant  the 
publicity  which  your  venerable 
organization  gave  to  it. 

A structural  criticism  would  nOt  fail 
to  mention  the  poor  photography,  the 
apparent  lack  of  correspondence 
between  the  excessive  verbiage  and  the 
film  segments  used  to  illustrate  such 
arguments,  and  the  overt  attempts  to 
impress  on  the  viewer  the  honorific 
positions  held  by  those  who  appeared 
in  the  film  (i.e.  Barry  Sadler's  "golden 
record;"  John  Wayne’s  numerous 
awards  — for  films  in  which  he 
demonstrated  the  true  Amerikan  way 
to  deal  with  opposition:  shoot,  club,  or 
in  some  way  physically  assault  your 
opponent;  and  several  chests 
full  — including  Martha  Raye’s— of 
medals). 

Further  reflection  on  the  film, 
however,  has  led  us  to  believe  that  the 
true  intent  of  the  film  was  to  be  a 
celluloid  put-on!  No  one  can  truly  hold 
to  the  militant,  selectively  inattentive, 
chauvinistic  paranoia  demonstrated  in 
the  movie.  Surety  the  film  was 
designed  to  be  a satire  of  the 
"far-Right"  and  those  who, 
uninformed  of  the  abundant  literature 
which  demonsates  the  errors  in  their 
thought  and  perception,  hold  to  the 
erroneous  belief  that  a military  victory 
is  possible  and/or  desirable  in  Vietnam. 
How  can  an  Apostle  of  the  Lord  (Ezra 
Taft  Benson),  while  espousing 
Christian  principles  of  tolerance  and 
brotherly  love,  hold  to  the  military 
views  which  he  emphasized?  It  is 
unfortunate  that  even  he  allowed  his 
name  to  be  associated  with  such  a film. 
He  wasn't  serious,  was  he? 

We  believe  that  a university 
audience,  even  if  in  favor  of  American 
presence  in  Vietnam,  would  be 
offended  by  being  shown  such  a poor 
production.  Its  appeal  was  solely 
emotional,  its  rhetoric  "spread-eagle," 
and  its  arguments  poorly  presented. 
Hopefully  those  who  applauded  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  film  did  so  because  it 
was  finally  over.  We  feet  it  merited 
applause  for  no  other  reason.

The  fact  that  the 
Defense  Department  was  involved  in  its 
production  doesn't  exempt  it. 

AH  films  shown  on  campus  must  be 
approved  by  the  Film  Committee 
headed  by  Brother  Heber  Wolsey.  Bro. 
Wolsey  never  saw  the  film  until  after  it 
had  been  "approved."  We  understand 
that  when  the  members  of  the 
committee  saw  the  film  they  were  told 
that  the  viewing  was  only  a formality 
and  that  the  movie  had  already 
received"official"  approval. 

Earlier  this  year  three  restrictions 
were  placed  on  films  presenting 
political  propaganda;  First,  all 
advertising  rhust  state  that  the  film 
contains  political  propaganda;  second, 
a professor  must  introduce  the  film  and 
explain  its  one-sided  view;  and  finally, 
people  with  opposing  views  could  have 
equal  time  to  give  their  opinions. 

The  Film  Committee  has  imposed 
these  rules  on  propaganda  films  from 
the  left,  i.e.,  'The  Year  of  the  Pig;" 
another  film  on  Vietnam.  Why  don't 
these  rules  apply  to  propaganda  films 
from  the  right  as  well?

With  all  due  respect  I must  submit  to 
Bro.

may,  or  may  not  have  done. 
Nevertheless,  because  he  is  the  lowest 
ranking  officer  the  blame  has  ended  o 
his  shoulders. 

Concerning  Br.  Schill's  second  point, 
drawing  from  his  military  frame  of 
reference,  his  statement  about  military 
courtesy  is  valid  to  him.  However, 
drawing  from  my  military  frame  of 
reference,  that  is  not  the  case  at  all.  So 
let  that  point  rest  with  our  own 
personal  bias.  The  same  situation  holds 
true  in  point  no.  3,  that  is,  depending 
on  which  branch  of  the  service  one 
serves  in,  would  depend  on  what  type 
of  "command  decisions"  would  be 
made.  Again  drawing  from  our 
personal  experiences  I don't  think  a 
valid  conclusion  can  be  determined. 

Inasmuch  as  our  system  basically 
demands  that  we  serve  in  the  military, 

I do  not  construe  a "tour  in  the  Officer 
Corps"  as  "unselfish."  If  there  was  an 
alternative  choice  to  the  present 
system,  without  having  to  serve  in  the 
military,  and  still  someone  did  at  a 
financial  loss  to  himself,  then  I would 
concede  that  it  could  be  an  unselfish 
act,  or  it  could  be  for  any  number  of 
other  reasons  not  even  related  to 
unselfishness. 

I agree  that  war  is  a costly  alternative 
to  peace,  and  sometimes  can  not  be 
avoided.  Such  was  the  case  with  Pearl 
Harbor.  However,  when  a nation  goes 
to  war  over  a possible  fabricated  issue, 
that  being  a gulf  of  Tonkin  incident, 
and  intervenes  in  a civil  war,  for  our 
own  economic  reasons,  then  I'm  not 
sure  I can  justify  war  under  those 
premises. 

When  I mentioned  the  Constitution 
etc.,  I was  suggesting  that  we  not 
follow  the  military  on  strictly  a "Blind 
Faith"  basis.  When  I referred  to  My 
Lai,  I didn't  accuse  anyone  of  being 
guilty  or  innocent,  but  the  fact  remains 
that  My  Lai  did  happen.  However,  My 
Lai  is  just  one  of  many  such  massacres 
in  Vietnam,  and. in  wars  past.  May  I 
also  make  a point  of  information  that 
the  court-martial  now  being  conducted 
was  brought  about  by  the  military, 
being  tried  by  the  military,  and  will  be 
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judged  by  the  military.  May  I also 
suggest  that  the  "twisting"  of  the  My 
Lai  Massacre  might  possibly  be  done 
by  those  trying  to  justify  it. 

I'm  not  so  naive  that  I don't  realize 
that  there  is  corruption  in  all  segments 
of  society,  but  according  to  a recent 
Gallup  poll,  seven  out  of  ten  people 
surveyed  didn't  believe  what 
Washington  was  telling  us,  and  the 
biggest  factor  being  the  war  in 
Southeast  Asia.  That  is  the  aspect  of 
corruption  I was  also  referring  to. 

I would  like  to  mention  that  my 
opinion  was  not  easily  persuaded  by 
some  dastardly  conspiracy  thrusting 
insurgent  propaganda  at  me.  My 
opinion  of  the  military  came  from 
fulfilling  my  "Military  Obligation"  as  a 
Paratrooper  with  the  101st  Airborne 
Division.  No  where  in  my  article  did  I 
belittle,  or  ridicule  our  Constitution 
per  se.  It  provides  for  change  and 
criticism,  and  I shall  continue  to  voice 
criticism  in  those  areas  I would  like  to 
see  changed.

When  I first  read  the  letter  by  Mr. 
Kuonen  denouncing  ROTC,  I discarded 
it  as  incoherent  and  insignificant.  Later 
I read  it  again  and  felt  that  some 
comments  should  be  made. 

In  Sept,  of  1970  I was  released  from 
active  duty  in  the  U.S.  Army  with  the 
rank  of  Captain.  I had  been  reluctantly 
drafted  in  1966  and  set  out  at  that 
time  to  make  the  best  of  a seemingly 
unpleasant  situtation.  With  some  hard 
work  and  good  fortune,  1 earned  a 
commission  through  Army  Officers 
Candidate  School,  and  now  consider 
my  military  experience  as  the  most 
meaningful  thus  far  in  my  life.  After 
almost  four  years  of  military  service,  I 
chose  not  to  make  the  military  a career 
and  returned  to  BYU.  I know  very  well 
that  the  Vietnam  war  is  an  unfortunate 
situation  because  I spent  two  years 
there  with  the  Army  Signal  Corps. 

As  a 2nd  Lieutenant,  1 had  the 
opportunity  to  do  the  General's  "dirty 
work."  i was  chosen  to  be 
aide-de-camp  to  a General  officer  and 
served  in  that  capacity  for  six  months. 
As  a "green"  2nd  Lieutenant,  I was  not 
qualified  to  make  any  "command 
decisions."  It  was  my  responsibility  to 
handle  the  menial  tasks  which 
confronted  the  General,  allowing  him 
to  manage  the  pertinent  problems,  and 
learn  what  I could  in  the  process.  The 
General  treated  me  like  a son  and  made 
me  a welcome  guest  at  his  home.  There 
is  a common  bond  which  permates  the 
officer's  ranks,  from  2nd  Lieutenant  to 
General,  and  creates  a unity  which  may 
be  difficult  for  the  enlisted  man  to 
understand;  it  is  based  on  mutual 
respect  and  a common  purpose. 

To  imply  that  a junior  officer  in  the 
military  has  very  little  responsibility  is 
a falsehood.  At  one  point  during  my 
first  year  in  Vietnam.  1 was  responsible 
for  a communications  site  with  90  men 
and  12  million  dollars  worth  of 
equipment;  a solid  challenge  for  a 
24-year-old  1st  Lieutenant. 

Mr.  Kuonen's  letter  condemns 
"military  leadership"  because  of  the 
"My  Lai”  incident.  Unfortunately,  this 
type  of  argument  is  being  used  in  an 
attempt  to  intimidate  thousands  of 
upstanding,  dedicated  military  leaders. 
It  is  a debased,  slanderous  method  of 
creating  paranoia  in  military  families 
and  threatens  to  undermine  the  quality 
of  our  military  structure;  a structure 
which  must  be  kept  strong  for  the 
purpose  of  national  defense. 

The  university  must  function  as  a 
free  society;  its  purpose  is  to  create  a 
variety  of  opportunities  for  those  in 
attendance.  The  ROTC  program 
provides  just  such  an  opportunity  for 
those  who  desire  to  serve  in  that 
method.  It  is  not  "glorified"  as  the 
only  way,  but  is  presented  as  an 
alternative  form  of  service  for  those 
who  are  interested;  it  can  easily  be

With  no  sign  of  a break  in  the 
deadlocked  U.N.  — supervised 
Middle  East  talks,  Egypt  and 
Israel  stepped  ,up  preparations 
yesterday  for  the  possible 
resumption  of  war.  The  talks  have 
bogged  down  over  the  future  of 
occupied  Arab  territory. 

In  Washington,  Secretary  of 
State  William  P.  Rogers  met 
behind  closed  doors  with 
members  of  the  Senate,  many  of 
whom  have  been  critical  of  the 
Nixon  administration  policies  on 
the  Middle  East.  Some  have 
accused  the  State  Department  of 
selling  out  Israel. 

Cairo  Radio  reported  that  Prime 
Minister  Mahmoud  Fawzi  met  for 
three  hours  with  his  cabinet 
during  the  day  to  “continue  the 
preparations  being  taken  to 
prepare  the  nation  for  war.” 

It  said  the  meeting  also  was 
attended  by  Egypt’s  24  governors,
